Sir Charl culed the idea that 
Russell kept a pistol convenient for 
the purpose of shoot his wife. The 
quarrel bet sten and Count- 
ess, whicly eu at the Albermarle 
Hotel, at he time they came up to 
London to attend the levee, was due, 
not to the scompelling the 
Countess fo act as valet to him. as the 
Countess teetified, but to the fact that 
the Earl refused to allow his wife to 
go to the Ascot races in com pany with 
a man with whom he had every 
ground to forbid his wi.e associating. 

Immediately upon the conclusion of 
Sir Charles Russell's address the first 
witness for the defense was called. 
The witness was Professor Roberts, 
the mathematical master at Bath, who 
was in the habit of staying frequently 
at the residence of Earl Russell. Pro- 
fessor Roberts made a very emphatic 
denial of the actions imputed to 
chim by the Countess in relation to the 
Earl. 

The latlers that passed between the 
Earl and Professor Roberts were then 
put in evidence to show the relations 
that existed between them. Earl 
Russell followed the Professor on the 
stand. Witness testified that he never 
heard the slightest objection made to 
the pfesetice of Professor Roberts in 
the hase: He (witness) objeeted.

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Is Competition a Failure. 


The Supposition that competi- 
tion is the life of trade bas, since 
the time of Adam Smith, been an 
axiom aud & prove be: We have 
believed in the doctrive that com- 
petition isthe life of trade as im- 
plicitly perhaps as we have be- 
lieved in any economic dectrine, 
In spite of this every observing 
mau kuows that competition has 
very often proved to be the death 
of trade. In fact, one of the 
strongest forces that has caused 
the organization of monopolies 
and trasts is the demonsiration by 
competing firms that competition 
would end in disaster, The ina- 
bility to withstand competition 
is what bas caused combination. 

Mr. Aldace F. Walker, who was 
fora long time one of tbe Inter- 
state Commerce Commissioners 


and is now the chairman of the 


The map of the world, as geograph- 
ers have outlined it, shows that there 
is a vast preponderance of land north of 
the equator. Humboldt estimated that 
Asia stands at an average height of 1,150 
feet above the level of the ocean; South 
America, 1,130; North America, 750; 
Europe, 670 feet. The average height 
of all the land above sea-level—omitting 
Africa and Australi, which are mostly 
south of the equator—is about 920 feet. 
The landed surface of the northern 
hemisphere is about 44,000,000 square 
miles; that of the southern hemisphere 
about 14,000,000 to 16,000,000 square 
miles, leaving a difference of, say 25,- 


000,000 square miles of land of an aver- 
age height of 920 feet above sea-level. 


But as there is the same visible ex- 
cess of water on the southern side that 
there is of land on the northern, and as 
the depth of the seas is about the same, 
it follows that the weight of the excess 
of submerged land inthe northern hem- 
isphere must be added to the 25,000,000 
square miles, doubling the height of it, 
making the landed surface of the north- 
ern at least 1,840 feetabove the average 
surface of the southern hemisphere, 
both its continents and ocean depths. 
What is there south of the equator to 
balance this enormous weight? There 
must be something or the earth would 
not maintain its poise. If there was 
nothing, water level in that region 
would be impossible. 

Prof. Merriman believed that the bal - 
ancing weight might be found in that 
8,000,000 square miles of unexplored re- 
gion lying within the Anterctic circle. 
If it does exist there in the shape of ice, 
as all scientists believe it does, these 
immense mountains of ice must neces- 
sarily be of an average of over two and 
a half miles to make the southern hem- 
isphere equal in weight to the north- 
ern.

THE BLACK CAT MARKET. 
& New Iisdustry Prepesed by En- 
Americans. 


terprisiag 

It is rumored that the Consolidated 
Black Cat Company of San Fran- 
cisco is about to make application to 
have its bonds listed on the New York 
Stock Exchange. An effort will also 
be made to float blocks of Consoli- 
dated Black Cat” stock in London. 
The attention of English syndicates 
will likewise be invited to gilt-edged 
Consolidated Black Cat securities as a 
favorite form of investment. 

There are many large and success- 
fal cattle raising companies ia the 
United States, but there has never 
heretofore been a cat-growing com- 
pany. Large amounts of capital and 
many broad, blue-grass acres are em- 
ployed in rearing fine horses for the 
market. Thoroughbred dogs are bred 
by fanciers and sold at the bench 
Yet nooue 
has ever thought it worth while to en- 
gage in the culture of cats. The finan- 
cial reason is that cats are so plentiful 


that it would be difhcult to give them | editorial 


away. Thie phenomena! cheapness of 
cats has hitherto prevented capitalists 
from entering the cat industry. Un- 
like dogs, cats have bad up to the 
present time uo commercial value in 
the world’s market. 

Of all cats, the black cat bas been 
the most despised aud the must feared. 
iu curly colonial times the only people 
“bo would keep black cats were 
witches. Black csts were supposed 
to be the silent partners of f ople 
whose businers occupations were of a 
supernatural character. Until a com- 
paratively recent period black cats had 
been the recipients of more objurga- 
tions and bootjack+ than any other 
kind. Yet it is precisely the scorned 
and despised black cat that is the 
most valuable of them all, 

The gray cat, tne yellow cat, the 
dappled cat, and the steel-blue cat 
have no market value now. Bat it is 
entirely different with the jet-black 
cat. ‘this cat that travels about clad 
in the mystery of darkness, and at 
night is but a pair of eyeballs and a 
voice, is vuluable for ite fur. The 
glossy and shining coat of the black 
cat is made into ladies’ muffs and 
ladies’ furs. It keeps ladies’ hands 
warm when its owner's ninth lite has

e Consolidated Black Cat Com- 
pany has been incorporated to found 
acat raising indnstry in the North- 
west. It will engage excinsively in 
the culture of black cats. Most of the 
large stuckholders live around Puget 
Sound, though there are a few gentle- 
men holding blocks of stocks in San 
Francisco.
